In Talk No. 7, I told oE the fate of certain coimcilraen, who in 
"1904, agaiust the •wishes of our people.gave away our electric 
light franchise, for which they" were offered a half million, dol- 
lars, payable in thirty-three annual installments, by certain, 


o^ our citizens of unquestioned financial responsibility. I also took occasion to again honor the seven 
good and true men who as councilmen voted against the outrage. 


There Is soon to.be another vote in the city council,-and there will he the same old effort to 


confuse and conceal its real significance. The question soon to come before that body, honestly and 
plainly stated, is this: 


. Resolved, TLat we shall, by our votes, help to starve, cripple and finally kill our city lighting 


pl_ant In the interest and at the bidd<ns of the Wabash Valley Traction company. 
And the chairman 


will says: "Call th^ roll, Mr. Clerk; all who are in favor of the resolution will answer 'yes,' and all 
who are opposed will answer 'no,' as their names are called." The taxpayers listened in 1904 as the 
roll was called and they will listen again when it Is called in 1910. I have faith in our present coun- 
cil and believe the people will be pleased with the result of the vote. 


Shall wo continue for the coming year the 7 % mills levy on the assessed valuation o f the city, in 


order to huild up more rapidly the business of the city plant and to extend its benefits, as quickly 
as possible to all our citizens? That is the question which will be voted upon. Note this strange fact: 
The traction company with one breath is talUicg to you about the injustice of the city light being af- 
forded to the ''favored few" and denied to the great mass of the men who pay the taxes, and then, 
.vith its next breath, violently opposes any movement to continue the levy that city wires may be rap- 
idly extended to every nook and corner of the city. That is a good illustration of the insincerity 
with which they plead the cause of the taxpayer. 
• 


The friends of the municipal lighting plant believe tho 7 % mill levy should be continued this 


year and possibly next, for the very reason that they want no "favored ones," but desire that all tax- 
payers shall be as quickly as possible placed on an equality. After a year or two more the profits on 
the plant will take care of the extensions, and then some. Taxpayers all over the city are asking for 
the city current and. it is only fair that the levy for the extension of the plant should he kept up a 
year or two longer until they can he reached. 


How much of a tax is this 7% mill levy? It amounts to 75 cents on a home taxed at $1,000, 


or $1.50 on one.taxed at'$2,000. That is about what the ordinary laboring man's home is assessed at 
Now such a home will hum about $15 worth ot electric light a year. The city plant saves such a home 
one-fifth of the price heretofore charged by the traction' company. 
The city, furnishes the current at 


S cents instead of 10 cents. That makes a saving of $3 per year. Even the small taxpayer can af- 
ford to pay 75 cents or $1.50 for a year or two longer when by doing so he saves $3 a yca'r now and 
for all the future.

opinion

Freschi, 
are 


committed by impulsive' persons who 
are in the habit o£ carrying concealed 
•weapons. Thatvthe weapons are usu- 
ally carried either because the unedu- 
cated Italian 
who 
arrives 
in this 


country does not know any better or 
because he thinks he must carry one 
for the protection of his life and prop- 
erty is the belief of the, magistrate. 


"There is no such thing- as a 'Black 


Hand' 
society," declared 
Magistrate 


FreEchi. "and yet every time a crime 
is committed by an Italian we hear 
that it was the work of some such or- 
ganization. -The 
so-called 
'Black 


Hand' societies are nothing more than 
bands of toughs, such as t"he old Cher- 
rv Hill band or the Monk Eastman 
band. In most cases where crimes are 
committed they are perpetrated by 
some one o£ an impulsive nature who. 
becoming angered, drew a weapon in 
the heat of the moment. 


Oppose* Concealed Weapons, 


"What I am trying to do is to dis- 


courage ' the carrying ' of concealec 
weapons. If it was In my power I 
would 
send 
-to 
prison every man 


brought before me for carrying weap- 
ons, 
and that I think would help to 


discourage the practice. As it is 
can only hold a man for special. ses- 
sions 'when such a charge is made 
However, the old 'method of fining 
such offenders is being done away -with 
in that court and it is now a prison 
offense. 
"Take away a man's weapon and as 


a rule you will find he is powerless. 
Most men who carry concealed weap- 
ons would not even think of commit- 
ting a crome othefwise. 


"I am not alone in this effort to dis- 


courajo the carrying of weapons nor 
am I the originator of the idea. For 
years all of the self-respecting, law- 
abiding Italian-Americans have con- 
ducted a warfare against the practice 
and have devoted time and money to- 
ward stamping out the evil.

clude a city sign. By this is meant an 
electric sign carrying some motto 
or 


slogan Intended to boom the town. We 
are told that "Example Is better than 
precent," and that "We should show \ 
our faith by our works." both of which 
•phorlsmg apply with peculiar force to 
tne central station in this case. New 
York's "Great White Way." the pro- 
totype if not model of them all, 
is 


white and attractive because of the 
numerous electric signs; and this ex- 
ample should be pondered well by 
central- stations who are endeavoring 
to increase their load. There are of- 
ten obstructive sign ordinances which 
must first be modified 
or 
removed. 


A city sign is the best possible' be- 
ginning for such a campaign,' as the 
example of Denver 
-will 
sufficiently 


prove. . Montgomery, Ala., has secur- 
ed more newspaper publicity through 
the lighting of,its big electric sign 
than from any half-dozen other events 
that have- transpired there within the 
past decade. The sign business is one 
that can be cultivated with an assur- 
ance that the results will please ev- 
erybody. Signs raise the standard of 
illumination of the streets, add enor- 
mously 
to their .attractiveness, and 


bring profits to those using them as 
well as to the central station. 


It is inevitable that, even a small 


section -well lighted will be the means 
of extending better lighting to other 
sections anrt in time throughout the 
entire city. Philadelphia, affords a most 
comprehensive and . convincing proof 
of this fact. 
Beginning with an in- 


stallation of lamp-posts 
around 
its 


•city hall, about 18 months ago, 
the 


lighting question has been continu-. 
ously agitated there ever since, with 
the result that 
Its widest 
business 


street has 
modern installation, and 


it is probable that the entire original 
city will be similarly lighted in the 
near futur,". 
The suburban and out- 


lying districts are equally active to se- 
cure the benefits of modern illumina- 
tion.
